Jay Hubbell’s Lively Fight on 
Senator Ferry.

Pennsylvania Ahead in the Number of Post- 
Offices--Southern Lands. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.. November 23.—The recent 
report of the First Assistant Postmaster-General 
shews that Pennsylvania has the largest number 
of post-oflices of any of the States, the number be- 
ing 3,596, against 3,042 in New York. Ohiostands 
next to New York, and thus third in the list, with 
2,42 offices. Llinois Is next to Ohio, having 2,075, 
and Missouri next with 1,864. South of the Ohio 
Keutucky is only rivaled by Virginia, Tennessee 
and North,Carolina; it has 1,510 offices against 1,590 


Virginia, Illinois has thelargest number of mon- 
ey-order offices of any State, the number being 
496; New York 1s next with 392; Ohio next with 
371; Pennsylvania next with 301. 
LANDS IN THE SOUTS. 
Attention has of late been turned toward the 
public lands in the South. Until rocentry every- 


body looking for free lands has looked to the 
West, until valuable lands are now becoming 
scarce in that direction. The result is that people 
have begun to cast about to see what can be found 
in other quarters. 1t was found that the Govern- 
ment has stil’ millions of aeres in Arkansas, Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi, Alabama and Florida. In 1880 
Government lands were sold In 
these Siates, in 1881a million anda half, and in 
18sztwomiliions and aquarter acres. Some of 
this, of course, was purchased for speculation, but 
it is believed that a very large proj ortion was for 
actual setticment. In the past fiscal year fifteen 
per centol the lands entered have beenin those 
States.

He is making’a 
Vigorous fight for the Senatorship, and it would 
not be at all surprising if he should win. Among 
the plans resorted to is that of showing the number 
of appointinents obtained by Ferry. That gentle- 
man has the reputation of being one of the most 
persistent and successful place-bunters that Wash- 
ington has Known for many years. He ts even 
accused of claiming the right of doubleduty tn this 
line, when, besides being Senator, he was also act- 
ing Vice-President. There are also some people 
who are sufficiently unkind to intimate that Mr. 
Hubbe!! may have a few dollars of the assessment 
fund with which to help himself out in the fight. 

CONCRETE PAVEMENTS. 

Talking of the Washington pavements and the 
determination of the contractactors to push them 
Im other cities, a gentleman prominently connect- 
ed with the company said that he belived it to be 
only a question of time when these pavements 
would be udopted inall the large cities in the 
country. 

“Have they been tested as to their utility where 
heavy loads are handled?” was asked. 

‘Yes,” he replied, “they have been, and they 
are found to work very satisfactorily indeed. 
Why, here, where they have been subjected to the 
test of wagons laden with tue stone for these 
Government buildings. stone so heavy that it took 
teams of six and eight horses to move thein, they 
have stood the wear wonderfully,” 

“How will it be about the frostin the Northern 
climates?” 

“I think there will beno trouble about that. 
You see we lay the foundation so very heavy and 
secure now that the frost doesn’t affect it.” 

“How 


“First theearth ts dug out over a foot deep. 
Then we lay nearly a foot of concrete, composed 
of broken stone, sand and cement, well pounded 
down. Then we put on top of that-several coat- 
ings of the asphalt. Each coating about two 
inches thick after it is relled down. he material 
for this is composed of Trinidad asphalt, ground 
limestone, some oils to make it of the proper con- 
sistency, and other materials. They are 
mixed very thoroughly and heated to 
a high temperature, after which 
they are put down on top of the concrete and 
rolled down while hot with a steam roller. The 
first coating We call the cushion coat; that ls more 
elastic and serves as a spring or cushion for those 
which rest on it. When the three coats are down 
and the pavement completed you have a solid 
layer of cement concrete nearly a foot thick 
eapped with nearly six inches of the asphalt mix- 
ture.” 

“How about the cost?” 

“That is not more than 30 per cent greater than 
other pavements at first, and the expense of kee 
ing it in repair is so much less as to make it really 
cheaper inthe longrun. Then instead of having 
a rough, filthy pavement which you can never 
keep clean and which must cause disease and pes- 
tilence at the besi, you have one as smooth as a 
floor, and one which may be kept as clean as a 
sidewalk at a small expense.” 

“And as to its durability?” 

“It will outlast any of ’em. With the experi- 
ence we have had with it net in making the best 
paved city of the worid, we have learned a great 
deal, and we may.with entire safety, pi edict a rev- 
olution in the system of paving cities, beginning 
with next season. We have, this summer, laid 
pavements of this kind in nearly a_ dozen of the 
leading cities of this country, and when its value 
»nd durability are secn by a year’s test, we expect 
to lay a good many miles in a good many cities.”

A Proposition to Settle November 
' Corn Refused. 


_ 


A Bitter Fight Probable--Notes-~Personals-- 
Gossip. 


The feeling is w g decidedly hot on Change 
over the Novembef deal. Parties who are short 
and the bear element generally are claiming the 
corn arriving here is not inspecting as it should; 
that most of it now inspecting “new” should grade 
No. 2, as it is plenty dry and sound enough to do 
so. Redmond Cleary & Co. hada telegram from 
Kansas City this morning that corn sent from 
that market to Chicago was grading No. 2, where- 
as here it would not go above “new” in St. Louis, 
But most of this Western corn is going to Chicago, 
simply because that market is so much 
higher than St. Louis. This is especially so in 
“new mixed” corn, which fs selling at 60%,c¢ in 


Chicago and only brings about 54 cents. The longs 
claim that this great difierence in price _ draw 
most of the cornto Chicago. They also ask, if 
“new-mixed” corn in this market is within 2 cents 
of the price of No. 2, el don't the shippers and 
exporters pay more for it than they do? It is ex- 
pected that arrivals will be large here between 
now and the ist of December. Most of this_ will 
come up by river in sacks from around Néw Mad- 
rid and that section of country. One lot of 50,000 
bushels of this corn has been sold toafrive and 
much more to come. There is no doubt about this 
corn grading No. 2.asitisas soundas a bone. 
Out in the West and Southwest there isa great 
scarcity of cars complained of. “My my: all 
write me,” said onc commission man, “that they 
can’t get the cars to ship their corn in. 
If corn contintes to advance 

lieve it will stffen the farmers so that they will re- 
fuse to sell. That is usually the ease. Then if 
there is a still stronger advance they will rush the 
corn into market and there will be a break.” 

The colder weather of this morning caused a 
better feeling among the shorts. Sergeant Weber 
predicts that the weather for the next few days 
will grow colder and that this section will have 
the coldest snap it had yet-had. This should 1yp- 
prove the condition of corn greatly. The shorts 
are talking of nalf a million bushels of No. 2 Corn 
before settling dav, but there are a good many 
who are willing to bet there won't be half that 
much received. One thing in justice tothe longs 
should be made public. ey have offered very 
nearly all the time to settle at 68 cents, and they 
have shown bo disposition to make an extortionate 
squeeze out of their deal. This 
morning November corn in New York was up to 
$1 05 and at the same time Chicago Was 70 cents 
for the same option, yet the St. Louis longs were 
freely offering to settle at 68 cts. At the morning 
call when Novemper corn was‘ called J.C, Mac- 
Ginnitie, the broker for the deal. got up and of- 
fered to give 68 cts. “regular” for November or to 
sel] a million and a half bushels in settlement at 
68 cts. Gen. D. P. Grier made the same proposi- 
tion on 300,000 bushels. Some few of the shorts 
availed themselves of this offer and probably 50,- 
000 bushels was settled, some at a fraction below 
this ; rie But most of the shorts seemed to 
think thi¥ offer lrom the y ~ was an inaication 
of weakening and refused to do anything. In 
commenting upapn this Gen. Grier said: 

“Could they want a fairer proposition than we 
gave them? It was two cents below Chicago, 
where they were bidding 70 cents for November 
when at the same time we offere 
to sellaté68cents. They talk about our wanting 
blood. Does that look as if we wanted blood?” 

On the floor, outside of the shorts themselves, 
this proposition to settle was looked upon asa 
very square and fair offer. and the refusal of the 
shorts to accept it was commented upon rather 
severely. Iitseemedto be the general opinion 
that St. Louis has suffered enough from default- 
ing and refusals to settle contracts without this 
fresh evidence of stubbornness on the part of the 
shorts. Even some parties who are well-known 
bears on the market said most eaeeky that 
the offer of the longs was a most liberal one and 
should at once have been accepted by the shorts. 
Said Mr. Louis Roth, the European exporter, 
when told of the longs’ proposition: “I think the 
longs are fools. Here these fellows have their 
corn sold at 65c and 67¢c down to 60c, and this week 
they were selling at 6744c. The buyer should by 
right make five cents anyway on his pupchase, 
= say they are fools to offer to settle at 6s 
cents.”

GUAYMAS. 

This is the name of a little seaport in the 
State of Sonora in Mexico which is destined 
in the opinion of many to rival San Francisco 
and to take away a great share of tha Orien- 
tal trade of which San Francisco has hitherto 
had a monopoly. Guaymas will soon be con- 
nected by rail with the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé system, and as it possesses an excel- 
lent harbor it will be entitled to Its share of 
business. It has its advantages and its draw- 
backs. It can import Chinese without re- 
striction, and as these Celestial colonists are 
now in demand in the newly developed 
mining regions of Sonora and -Chihua- 
hua a very good business will undoubtedly 
be driven between the Flowery Kingdom and 
the Aztec Republic. The drawbacks on 
Guaymas are that it isnot safe from yellow 
fever and no through business can be done 
until Mexico makes some arrangements by 
treaty or otherwise for allowing our imports 
and exports to pass through without paying 
the heavy duties which her tariff levies at 
the Custom-houses. But there is no doubt 
that Guaymas has vast possibilities in the 
future and that it is worthy of the attention 
of the speculative capitalists who abound in 
this country.

JAIL HEALTH. 


Some Needed Changes in the Sanitary Ar- 
rangements of that Institution. 


The necessity of some sanity improvements in 
the jail has been urged upon the authorities by 
the Health Department. This institution is one 
that, as far as appearances are concerned, St. 
Louisans might justly be proud of. as it is ex- 
celled in this regard by few in the 


world. Asa place for safely keeping violators of 
the law its advantages are not so numerous, how- 
ever. Mayor Ewing has determined to remedy 
tnese defects at -" expense, and has so advised 
the Comptroller of his plans. Among the jail 
matters that has not received the attention 
it deserves is the health of prisoners. In re- 
ply to a question on this subject Dr. Gib. Carson 
of the City pes og who is also the jail physi- 
cian, to-day said: “The health of the prisoners is 
as good as could be expected. Of course there are 
many chronic cases who take advantage of their 
imprisonment and the city’s charity, and are 
treated during their confinement. I Write from 
forty to fifty prescriptions a week, but consider- 
ing. the large number and the class 
of prisoners, I think this is small. 
Much of the sickness is due to the indiscretions 
of the prisoners rather than to the arrangements 
of the institution. Several improvements could 
be made, however. About a year ago I wrote to 
Health Commissioner Francis, recommending a 
better supply of water. This, I believe, since 
been remedied. Several other improvements 
might however, made. There 
should be some contrivance for shut- 
ting off the sewer inlets, from which 
sewer gas emits and is very deleterious to health. 
An arrangement should be made also so that one 
cell or set of cells might be heated to a high tem- 
peoetene while another could be left without heat. 
Some require heat while others do not. These are 
about the only sanitary improvements that the 
Jail isin need of at present. There are about 
eight of ten prisoners requiring physicians ser- 
ices.

EXPLAINED. _ 


The Mystery of a Veritable Snake ina 
orse’s Eye. 
From the New York Sun, November 21. 

Many passengers on the Jersey City ferry- 
boats yesterday looked for “the horse with 
the snake in his eye.” He was found hitch- 
ed to a box wagon in front of Dodge & Bliss’ 
factory, in Jersey City, yesterday, and the 
so-called snake in his eye did not seem to in- 
convenience him at all. 

That the thing was there, there could be no 
possible doubt. It looked like a bit of white 
String, three inches long, in never-ceasing 
movement, twisting, doubling, contorting, 
and squirming. The lefteye gleamed with 
intelligence and malevolent tire. but the right 
one, Where the parasite was, had ondy a pale 
opalescent gleam init. Capt. Milton MeCaf- 
Jerty, forentan of Messrs. Dodge & Bliss’ 
stables, said: “I firstsaw the snake about 
three months ago, when the driver called my 
attention toit. Itwas then Only about an 
inch jong, and was black. Now, as you see, 
it has become three inches long, and white. 
It does not at all distress the horse.”’ 

Mr. W. H. Arrowsmith was found at the 
American Veterinary College. He said:

While in the 
aqueous humors of the eve itis in continual 
motion. When I examined it this morning by 
means of theophthalmocope I found itin the 
anterior or aqueous chamber ot the eye. It 
Was very active. The cornea of the eye was 
somewhat opaque, and the iris somewhat 
distended. By careful observation we could 
discern a granular surface upon the anterior 
face of the crystalline lens. The horse other- 
wise wasin perfect health.

SUN POWER. 
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Sun’s Rays in Machinery. 
From the New York Herald. 

A new mechanical contrivance for utilizing 
solar heat has recently been patented by a 
Washington expert, which seems to combine 
cueapness, simplicity and efficiency. Some 
time ago M. Mouchot, a French = experi- 
menter, coustructed a “solar generator,”’ 
which demonstrated how the immense reser- 
voir of power inthe sun could be app!.ed 
for mechanical purposes, and last August his 
pupil, M. Pifre, exhibited an insolator, by 
means of which he coneentrated the sun’s 
rays, heated a boiler placed inthe focus of 
the reflector and, by a small vertical motor 
attached, was enabled to run a printing 
ress. The Wasuington inventor, Mr. 
Villiam Calver, uses a number of mir- 
rors. arranged in rows upon a frame so fixed 
that they can be converged upon apy one 
point, and it is said with his apparatus met- 
als requiring a teinperature of 700° to melt 
them are soon reduced tua liquid state. It 
seems strange that mechanical ingenuity has 
not busied itself more to devise some effec- 
tive means of utilizing the dynamical effec 
of the sun’s radiation, which Sir William 
Thompson calculated, on Pouillet’s determi- 
nation of the amount of solar radiation, to 
be equivalent at the sun’s surface to 63,000- 
horse-power for each square yard of that sur- 
face, but which Prof. Langley’s recent re- 
searches show to be even greater.
